Of Salomon, Revolutionary Hero 


LOS ANGELES (NJP)—The continued defacement of the 
statue to Haym Salomon, Jewish Revolutionary War hero, 
was decried in The California Jewish Voice here. 

The paper said that the “statue has been the object of 
yandalization almost since it was first dedicated, through pub- 
lic subscription, in Hollenbeck Park in 1944.” 

The current defacements include breaking off of the nose 
‘ef the statue, painting anti-Semitic signs on it, and finally 
placing a. gunny sack over its head. 

In 1951 the monument was moved from Hollenbeck Park 
to MacArthur Park, but the vandals evidently moved along 


with it. 


A new effort to thwart the anti-Semitic hoodlumism is 


being made.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Egypt’s denial that she was ousting her 
40,000 Jews was rejected by Jewish organizations here on the 
basis of reliable information—Egyptian Jews deported and who 
already have arrived in Israel and elsewhere. 

The world is being kept alert to Egypt’s confiscation of Jew- 


ish property, and their setting up 
of four concentration camps, by 
United States Jewish organiza- 
tions, who believe that only this 
kind of pressure may cause Nas- 
ger to halt the persecutions. 


AN ACCOUNT from Cairo in 


the New York Times told of the} 


tonfiscation by Egypt of large 
department stores owned by 
lading Jewish families. The 
stores are open for business, but 
the funds are being sequestered 
by the government, which in- 
sists that they are being re- 
tained for the owners. 

The President’s Council, made 
up of the heads of almost all 
Major United States Jewish or- 
ganizations, met for the third 
successive week here Tuesday 
to discuss the situation. It had 
already called on President Eis- 
fhower to intervene with 
Egypt.

Council Attack On Day Schools Is Hailed

NEW YORK—A denunciation 
of the Torah Umesorah Jewish 
day school program by _ the 
American Council for Judaism 
evoked a prompt rejoiner this 
week that such opposition proved 
the program was a good one 
“for the future of Jewry in 
America.” 

The attack on the Jewish day 
school agency was made in the 


form of a flyer distributed by_ 


the anti-Zionist group, which re- 
produced a story in The National 
Jewish POST reporting on plans 
of Torah Umesorah to expand 
its program in a number of 
Jewish communities listed as 
“target areas.” (NJP, Oct. 12, 
1956). 

THE COUNCIL flyer carried 
the headline: “Are You In the 
‘Target Areas?’” and the com- 
ment that Jewish day schools 
were “Jewish parochial schools.” 

The flyer also warned that 
such schools “take children out 
of the general American en- 
vironment and train them to 
lead segregated lives.” 

WARNING THAT “this segre- 
gation” often provides “much 
more than religious instruction,” 
the flyer added that day school 
teachings often coincided with 
the World Zionist Congress 
“agreement of all Zionist bodies 


to employ ‘culture’ and ‘educa- 
tion’ and ‘religion’ for the 
‘strengthening of the State of 
Israel; the Ingathering of the 
Exiles in Eretz Yisroel, and the 
fostering of the unity of the 
Jewish people.” 

The flyer also warned that 
even if young American Jews 
do not immediately emigrate or 
‘ingather’ in Israel as a result 
of day school instruction, “Jew- 
ish day schools certainly do 
draw young Jews out of nor- 
mal American life and activities.” 


THE FLYER concluded with 
the question: “What are you 
doing to offset the effects of 
this?” 

A Council spokesman said that 
the flyer had been distributed 
only to individuals associated in 
some way with the organization’s 
“Schools for Judaism” program 
and estimated fhat no more 
than 200 flyers had been dis- 
tributed. 

HE SAID that the Council 
had never taken an official posi- 
tion on Jewish day schools and 
in this flyer was opposing only 
the “nationalistic” aspects of 
day school programs. He added 
that the final question of the 
flyer was simply to alert recipi- 
ents to the “danger” and that 
the Council was not planning 
any program of organized op-

movement, 

Commenting that “there seems 
to be no point in noting once 
more the fundamental differences 
between valid Jewishness and 
the strange doctrines of this or- 
ganization,” Dr. Joseph Kami- 
netsky, MNational director of 
Torah Umesorah, asserted that 
“the issue is, as always in every 
conflict between this organiza- 
tion and truly Jewish groups 
and individuals, the nature of 
the position taken on the. over- 
riding issue of creative Jewish 
survival in a basically non-Jew- 
ish environment.” 


DR. KAMINETSKY suggested 
that the Council was “a collec- 
tive response to the needs of 
those American Jews who would 
rather not survive as Jews but 
who, having no choice, devote 
themselves, as an organizational 
program, to diminishing their 
Jewish attributes to the barest 
point of differences from their 
non-Jewish neighbors.” 

“No stronger endorsement 
could be asked,” he said. “If 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism, which is unquestionably 
the outstanding authority in ad- 
vising Jews on how to shed their 
Jewish attributes, opposes the 
Torah Umesorah program, then 
American Jews can-be reason-

In continuing the emergency

The 12 bearded Greek monks at the Convent of Mount Sinai, 


also known as St. Catherine’s 


Monastery, are fond of Scotch, Bourbon, Israeli cigarettes and Israeli military occupation of the 
Sinai, and are sorry that Israel’s forces must evacuate the peninsula under United States-United 


Nations pressure. 


Having just returned from an extensive tour of the Sinai, this correspondent is firmly con- 


vinceg that the old monks know 
what they’re talking about. 

The Sinai is an area of untold 
riches and multi-million dollar 
commercial potentialities, and 
the inefficient Egyptians did not 
even tap the Sinai’s real re- 
sources. 

The 12 monks of Mount Sinai 
are quite unlike monks the world 
over. To begin with, they are 
all Greeks, sent from their home- 
lang by their order as reinforce- 
ments to the Mt. Sinai monas- 
tery. 

There must be 12 monks at 
Mount Sinai always, and if one 
dies another is sent to take his 
place. 

Upon entering the monastery, 
a monk may not leave it until 
he dies. ; 

Cecil Be DeMille spent several 
weeks at the monastery, filming 
large sequences of the Ten Com- 
mandments on location. 

DeMille’s great problem was 
communications. No American 
pilot was willing to land his 
plane on the small rocky can- 
yon bed near the monastery’s 
gates. 

THE MONKS explained that 


they painted the crosses in their 
graveyard red, blue ang silver 


upon DeMille’s request. He 
wanted to have nice Technicolor 
sequences. 


Four months before the war, 
the monks said, their Father Su- 
perior, Archimandrite Theodoki- 
ades, had a vision in which he 
saw the people of Israel return- 
ing to Mount Sinai. Consequent- 





ly, the monks were not at all 
surprised when they saw Israeli 
troops driving up in jeeps to 
the monastery and landing from 
Piper Cubs in the canyon. 

They have a radio and they 
listened to all the news, and 
rolled out the red carpet for the 
conquerors. 

Some of the monks are for- 
mer army and navy officers 
themselves, ang one, Father An- 
gelico, was an officer in the 
British intelligence service dur- 
ing Warld War II. 


OTHER MONKS in monas- 
teries the world over eat bread 
and water, sleep on straw, walk 
barefooted and try to punish 
themselves. But the monks of 
Mt. Sinai who voluntarily jail 
themselves for life within the 
tall, gloomy walls of the 1600- 
year-old monastery built by Em- 
peror Theodosius of Byzantium, 
do not like to deny themselves 
the comforts of life. 

They have a modern electric- 
power generator, fluorescent 
lights all over, and a big, mod- 
ern kitchen. Their food is a 
gourmet’s dream; they even 
grow pears and almonds in the 
middle of the desert, and enjoy 
a sip of good Scotch or bourbon, 
smoke good cigarettes and like 
to drink coffee with brandy. 

WHEN GEN. Moshe Dayan, 
chief of Israel’s general staff, 
visited the monastery the fol- 
lowing week, he brought with 
him two cases of Scotch, bour- 
bon and cognac, many cartons 





HUNGARIAN REFUGEE SEES 
DREAM ENDED, KEPT ALIVE

PHILADELPHIA (NJP) — The non-sectarian Deborah Sana- 


torium and Hospital in Browns Mills, N. J., haven for tuberculars 
supported solely by Jewish women’s groups, has eome to the rescue 
of a Hungarian refugee whose flight from fear ended in an isola- 








tidén room in the field hospital at Camp Kilmer, N. J. 


Elizabeth Kis, 24, had high 
hopes for a new life when she 
landed at the Army camp on 
Thanksgiving Eve after a har- 
rowing escape from Hungary. 
She waited patiently for the ar- 
rival of her husband, now one 
of the refugees in Vienna, Aus- 
tria. 


BUT JUST as the curtain of 
freedom lifted it was dropped 
again, blacked out by an X-ray 
Plate of the U. S. Health Serv- 
ice that showed ominous white 
Spots on her lungs. 

Instead of finding a home un- 
der the shelter of her sponsors, 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, Mrs. Kis went to 
the isolation room. Sitting 
alone, she wondered what had 
happened to her new freedom, 
and despaired of telling her 
husband of her plight when and 
if he was able to come to the 
United States. 


WHILE OTHER refugees were 


happily greeted and taken to 
the bosom of this land, Mrs. 
Kis became a problem—for a 
Short time. Then, through the 
Philanthropic Jewish women’s 


organizations, she regained her 
hope for a full life in her new 
land. 

Representatives of the NCWC 








approached Mrs. Clara Falk, su- 
perintendent at Deborah. Could 
she help this woman piece to- 
gether her shattered hopes? 


MRS. FALK said she could. 

With other women interested 
in the case, she went to the iso- 
lation room and welcomed Mrs. 
Kis to the facilities of the sana- 
torium. The amazed refugee 
listened as Mrs. Falk told her 
she could stay at the hospital 
just as long asS was necessary, 
a period usually reckoned at 
from 10 months to two years. 
All treatment and therapy would 
be paid for by Deborah. 

On Monday the young Hun- 
garian woman, the despondent 
look in her eyes displaced by 
the gleam of new-born hope, 
packed her few belongings and 
was moved from the Army camp 
to Deborah in an ambulance.

of cigarettes, and a truckload of 
good food. 

In return, the monks present- 
ed him with one of their 300- 
year-old wooden cannons, a 
priceless collector’s item. And 
Dayan, who is an ardent archae- 
ologist and collector of antiqui- 
ties, was very grateful. 

The monks saig that when Is- 
raeli forces occupied the Sinai 
the roving Arab bands ceased 
to extort food and clothes from 
them by threat of strong-arm 
action, 

THE EGYPTIANS held the 
Sinai peninsula for many years, 
and yet they have not even 
scratched at the surface of its 
mineral, agricultural and other 
riches, 

Although they get some $25 
million worth of oil, manganese, 
ang gold from Sinai’s western 
coast each year, it is, neverthe- 
less, meager compared to what 
the Israelis could get from it. 

To begin with, Sinai is rich 
with oil. 

THERE IS also uranium, cop- 
per, phosphates, silver, precious 
gems, alabaster, aluminum clay. 
first-grade marble, and much 
more manganese that the Egyp- 
tians are aware of. 

There are no official  esti- 
mates, but preliminary surveys 
earried out by geologists at- 
tached to the Israeli forces tell 
of rick copper veins visible to 
the naked eye en route to Mount 
Sinai, with no deep mining nec- 
essary. 

AS. FAR as agriculture is con- 
cerned, there is none, because-of 
lack of water. Ang yet Sinai 
dates, pears, and almonds are 
considered the best in the world, 
and bring the highest prices, 

They are cultivated at the few 
oases which have _ sufficient 
sweet-water springs. Fishing is 
also excellent. 

Israeli fishermen are now

MILWAUKEE, Wis.—An Or- 
thodox rabbi here prevented a 
Jewish Hungarian refugee fam- 
ily from being swept into a 
Catholic Thanksgiving service 
upon landing in this city. 

Rabbi Paul Greenman, who 
took part aS a speaker in a 
civic welcome to the planeload 
of refugees, sought out the sin- 
gle Jewish family which arrived 
from Hungary, and was crowded 
with them into a bus boung for 
a Catholic Thanksgiving service: 
THE RABBI was _ successful 
in keeping the bewidlered Osz- 
kar Biringer family, who spoke 
no English, in the bus until the 
service was over, 

The Hungarians spoke only 
German, beside their native 
tongue, ang the rabbi tried fo 
Germanize his Yiddish as much 
as possible in order to communi- 
cate with them, 

The plane on which the Birin- 
ger family arrived in Milwaukee 
was sponsored by Catholic agen- 
cies and loaded by a Catholic 
welfare worker flown to Austria 
for that purpose. 


The 68 Catholics and five 
Jews were aboarg the second 
plane flown out of Austria 


bound for the United States to 
be admitted under President 
Eisenhower’s declaration to al- 
low 5,000 refugees to immigrate 
here. The number has _ since 
been increased to 21,500. 
THE VACANCIES on the Mil- 
waukee-bound plane turneg- out 
to be one stroke of luck in a 
long series of misfortunes for 
the Biringer family. At last, Bir- 
inger said, things were turning 
for the better. 
Milwaukee Catholics were so 
quick to respond to United 
States Appeals for sponsors for 
the refugees that it looked as 
if the first refugees would come 
to Milwaukee instead of New 
York. 
The work was so quick that 
a shortage of properly processed 
Catholics developed. The Birin- 
ger family was found ready and 
Waiting, assisted by the Hebrew 
Immigrant aid society (HIAS), 
and the father, mother, two chil- 
dren and a nephew were hustled 
Into the plane before it took off. 
Charies O'Neill, director of the 
St. Vincent de Paul society here, 
flew to Austria to supervise the 
Processing of the planeload. 
BIRINGER SAID that he had 
lost his first wife and children 
m a German concentration 
‘amp. His present wife had fost 
her first husband in recent years. 
When the Hungarian fighting 
became a lost cause, the Birin- 
srs were among the early ref- 
Uees admitted to Austria. 

The Jewish Family and Chil- 
tren’s service placed the Birin- 
sets temporarily in a hotel while 
’ home and jobs were sought. 
Biringer and his nephew have 
some mechanical experience. 
The family celebrated Hanuka 
with a menorah, candles and 
Slits supplied by the service. 
Biringer saiq that they had

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Please advise me how the name 

Becher was originated and carried by our family. We 
know the meaning of the word Becher, which in Yiddish 
means cup or drinking vessel, generally a silver cup. We 
lived in Russia, near Kobryn and Brest Litovsk, in Grodno 
Gubernia. Thank you for this information—MAX BECKER, 
Jacksonville, Florida. 


BECHER is a German and Yiddish term meaning’“a beaker, 

a (wine) cup.” But your family has little to do with 
that. The soiirce is either the Hebrew BECHOR (the first 
born) or Bachur (a young man). As a result of the Ger- 
man spelling, members of families so named adopted the 
habit of engraving a beaker on their tombsfones. That 
is all the family name has in common with a drinking cup.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Could you please tell me the 
origin of my family name, Ruder? My father came from 
Austria— MRS. S. G. LANSBURG, Sioux City, Iowa. 


RUDER is a German word meaning “an oar, a rudder.” 

However, your name has no connection with any 
steering apparatus. It is geographical in origin. The 
source is the town of-Ruda in Galicia, a small settlement 
near Zydaczow where your family originated. Ruda is a 
Polish word meaning — among other things — a swamp, 
There are several hundred localities named Ruda or Rudy 
in Galicia alone.

SAN FRANCISCQ — While 1,200 people, attracted by the 


promise of Golda Meir’s presence in person, flocked into three 
Salons of the swank Fairmont Hotel to create what was probably 
the largest Jewish dinner turnout in the city’s history—they were 
picketed by a band of Arab students from San Francisco State 
college.

The refusal of the Americans 
here to be stampeded left the 
authorities with a surplus of 
transportation, and a number of 
tourists, citizens of other lands, 
took advantage of the free 
flights out of Lydda. Indeed, it 
is reported that the travel agen- 
cies complained against the un- 
fair competition. 

Then why the excitement? 

It now seems quite clear that 
this was all part of Washing. 
ton’s campaign to bring pres- 
sure on the government of Is- 
rael. The impression was to be 
given that Israel was going un- 
der. It was being abandoned by 
the West. A state of panic was 
to be created. And in this mood 
Mr. Ben-Gurion would be pre- 
pared to yield at once to Dulles’ 
pleas, withdraw his troops from 
the Sinai immediately, and sit 
with folded hands waiting for 
approbation and a pat on the 
head. * 

THE AMERICANS were not 


panicked; Mr. Ben-Gurion did 
not let up the pressure for a 
moment; and Mr, Dulles went 


to the hospital. He was the ma- 
jor American casualty of the 
campaign, except perhaps for 
the hundreds of evacuees who, 
at last report, were crowded into 
inadequate hotels in Athens and 
wondering why they had ever 
left the glorious climate of Is- 
rael’s balmy November. 

And, if: any further vindica- 
tion is necessary, every day that 
elapses proves further that by 
their action the Israelis fore- 
stalled a major Russian coup 
which would have cost the west- 
ern powers control over both 
the Suez and the oil fields, as 
well as all remaining shreds of 
influence in the Middle East. 

Because Israel dared to stand 
up against the threats and the 
bullying of Russia, western pres- 
tige has not been entirely lost. 
This week, Lebanon threw out 
its pro-Russian government and 
replaceq it with pro-Western 
leaders.

QUICK COFFEE CAKE 
(Thanks to Mrs. M. Feld, 
Passaic, N.J.) 

% cup butter or margarine 

4g cup sugar 
cup plus 2 tbisps. 
rising cake flour 

1 egg 

% cup milk, about 

cinnamon 

% cup finely chopped nuts 

1 tbisp. milk 

Melt the butter in an eight-inch 
round layer pan. Brush some 
of the butter on the sides of the 
pan. Then stir in the sugar with 
a fork, blending thoroughly. 
Place the sifted flour on top of 
the mixture. Break the egg into 
a measuring cup and add 
enough milk to make % cupful. 
Pour the liquid into the pan and 
stir untfl all the flour disap- 
pears. Bake 25 minutes at 350 
degrees. Sprinkle with the su- 
gar, cinnamon and nuts. Pour 
the tablespoonful of milk over 
all. Return the cake to the oven 
for five minutes. Serve warm. 
Other toppings may be used if 
desired.

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ANTI-SEMITIC CARTOON 


The Indianapolis Star became the first major Ameri- 
can newspaper to print an openly anti-Semitic cartoon 
last week. 

The cartoon showed a picture of a long-nosed person 
holding up for all to see a dollar bill, and the legend was 
“My Favorite Etching.” 

Fortif2:ely the long-nosed person, although looking 
Jewish, also appeared to be a likeness of Nasser. 

But, unfortunately, the letter which the cartoon il- 
lustrated, did not mention Nasser or Egypt. It illustrated 
one of the nasty anti-Semitic letters which most papers 
discard into their wastebasket. But not the Star. 

The letter read: 

“Catering to minority pressure groups is nonsense. 
Hyphenated Americans are not Americans at all. 

“There is no place in this country for people whose 
loyalty is divided. 

“Zionist - Americans, Polish - Americans, Hungarian- 
Americans, or any others, if they are not Americans first, 
they are not Americans at all and should not have any 
influence on our government.” 

The letter was signed, Walt Cress, Crawfordsville, Ind. 

Since there are no Polish-Americans or Hungarian- 
Americans figuring in the news these days, and since the 
Zionists are under heavy attack, we can assume that this 
letter is aimed at showing that Zionists are not true Amer- 
icans. The letter-writer knew what he was doing, and if 
the Star’s editors didn’t know that much, then they are 
not intelligent enough for the trust imposed in them. 

The Star has sought to prove that its anti-Israel posi- 
tion has been justified by events, and they have not rested 
one moment (one edition) seeking through every possible 
way, even one so vile as this, to castigate Israel and any- 
one that supports Israel. 

The Star has a foreign editor, who; incidentally, lives 
1,500 miles away, who last week condoned Egypt’s acts 
against her Jewish (and British and French) residents on 
the grounds that the welfare of their nationals should have 
been a concern of these governments before the one 
marched into the Sinai Peninsula and the others into the 

uez Canal Zone. 

He overlooks entirely the fact that the Jews of Egypt 
are not nationals of Israel, although he and his paper have 
not hesitated to employ the unfortunate position of the 
Arab refugees encamped on Israel’s borders as a weapon 
with which to belabor Israel. 

The Arabs who refused to heed injunctions of their 
leaders to flee Israel at the time of hostilities in 1948 live 
securely today in Israel. In calling the plight of the 
Egyptian Jews to the attention of the world, Ben-Gurion 
reiterated his country’s determination to ‘treat Israeli 
Arabs as equal citizens of Israel. 

If you carry through Mr. Jacob Padaver’s logic, you 
have to insist that in answer to the Egyptian fedayeen 
raids, Israel should have expelled—after depriving them 
of all their possessions, the Arabs who live in Israel.

THE $100 MILLION. GOAL

For those who think that our professionals and a few 
leaders direct American Jewish life, it might be well to 
consider what happened to a proposal that the United Jew- 
ish Appeal’s emergency fund for 1957 have a goal of $50 
miliion. 

When the smoke had cleared from the UJA’s sessions 
last week, this figure which was already double that sought 
in the. 1956 campaign was doubled again. Instead of $50 
million, the leaders from all parts of the United States de- 
cided that the United States Jewish community should be 
asked to rise to the crisis and contribute $100 million. 

Whether this amount, which is over and above the 
normal campaign goal of the UJA, will be contributed, will 
depend, to a great extent, on how closely the givers 
throughout the United States can be made to feel the way 
the UJA leadership felt. 

But in any event, this is a good example of what hap- 
pens when the people—or their delegates—take the mat- 
ter in hand, and react with a determination that excells 
even the most optimistic expectations. 


MORE ON WRIGHT 


Our State Department would have to be a lot less 
efficient than even its worst critics have accused it of be- 
ing if it has not known all along about the anti-Semitic 
tendencies of one of its important officials, who is in a 
position to wield a great deal of influence. 

The POST last week disinterred the news story from 
its pages in 1951 telling about more of Edwin G. Wright’s 
exotic beliefs about Jews. 

Wright, in his capacity as assistant dean of the For- 
eign Service Institute, has gone right along teaching his 
anti-Jewish beliefs to group after group of State Depart- 
ment employees, not to mention the talks he makes, such 
as the one before the meeting recently in President Eisen- 
hower’s church in Washington. 

There can be, therefore, only one conclusion to be 
drawn from the fact that our State Department has re- 
tained Wright on its rolls. 

We won't draw that conclusion for you at this time. 

Maybe soon, the State Department will decide to dis- 
associate itself from Wright’s strange observations about a 
large group of United States citizens. 
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No one is more pleased than we are to 
see the way in which our colleagues have 
begun printing a sports column which the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency provides to its 
subscribing papers. Our pleasure doesn’t have 
to do with the fact that we consider sports 
of such importance to the Jewish community. 
For, obviously, it makes very little difference 
to Jewish life whether there is or isn’t a 
Hank Greenberg or a Sid Gillman. 

But our pleasure has to do with the fact 
—if our deduction is right—that this blossom- 
ing of the sports column was stimulated by 
The POST’s own sports page, and there is no 
greater flattery than imitation. Of- course, 
sports columns are nothing new to the Jew- 
ish press; in fact, it isn’t even new to The 
POST, but its present wide acceptance may 
be due in part to The POST’s example in 
this respect. 

WHILE WE’RE on the siibject of the 
Anglo-Jewish press, may we point out with 
dismay that some of our colleagues have used 
the story about Edwin Wright and his anti- 
Semitic speech at the church which Eisen- 
hower attends, but have failed to give The 
POST credit. Only The POST carried this 
story, which was written by our energetic and 
enterprising Washington correspondent Lillian 
G. Levy. The New York Post also picked up 
the story, but they were careful to give 
credit to us. 

But our colleagues failed to mention the 
original source of their account. Whether 
this was due to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, which sent out the story, or whether 
it was the individual papers that are guilty 
of the oversight, we don’t know. We our- 
selves have oftentimes written stories that 
came originally from another Jewish paper. 
We try to be careful always to give credit to 





the original paper, but undoubtedly there 
must have been occasions when we, too, over- 
looked what is common courtesy among all 
papers.

AS YOU KNOW, we've been seeking a 
successor to Judy Paller, our former teen-age 
columnist. But now we've decided that per- 
haps the answer is not only a teen-age col- 
umn, but a teen-age page. 

And why not? 

Children’s pages are taken for granted 
(we’ve been seeking someone to do the page 
for us for more than a year now), but a 
teen-age page, reflecting views and happen- 
ings among teenagers around the United States 
and Canada, that should make The POST 
even more valuable as a family paper. 

IT’LL BE UP to the teenagers to respond 
to this call and tell us whether such a page 
should be added as a sustaining feature. 

What shall the page encompass? Ob. 
viously, it should have a teen-age column, 
and it should have some news of the doings 
of teenagers, but what other items should be 
incorporated? 

Shall there be contributions from teen- 
age readers, who tell of something odd or ex- 
citing they’ve done. This doesn’t always have 
to be dramatic. It could be as mundane as 
a well-conceived report of a trip, ete. 

SO, LET US HEAR from you teenagers. 

Are you impressed with our proposal of 
devoting a page each week to your happen- 
ings? If you are, then set yourself down 
right now, and let us have your ideas. We'll 
print some of your letters next week, and 
after everyone has had a chance to consider 
the idea and come up with various sugges- 
tions, we’ll see if we can’t get the page under- 
way.

IF ISRAEL and its friends are less san- 
guine, it is because we know Egypt. 

When first we came down into Egypt, it 
had passed the zenith of its glory. It had 
buried the name and the memory of the one 
great rebel Pharaoh, Ahknation. The spell 
of decadence was upon the entire land. Its 
court was corrupt and its people denigrated 
to sodden slavery. The charm and the wiz- 
ardry of Joseph could not save a _ society 
which worshiped the dead and despised the 
living. Joseph gave to Egypt only the power 
to compound the felonies of its rulership. His 
ever-normal granary plan only enabled the 
Pharaohs to take over the small freehold 
farms and turn the peasantry into glebae 
adscripti—attachments to the soil.

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Reader Explains Reform To Non-Jewish Critic

With your permission, I would 
like to answer R. W. Johnston 
of Milwaukee (NJP, Nov. 23, 


56). 
Dear (Mr.? (Mrs.?) (Miss?) 
Johnston: 


It was interesting to read your 
opinions in The Post. In your 
well-written letter, you seem 
worried about the welfare of 
the American Jewish communi- 
ty. You fee] that the thrashing 
out of opinions by. the propon- 
ents of the different branches 
of Judaism threatens the unity 
of the group. 

It seems odd that you, a Prot- 
estant, shoulq feel this way, 
since it has been the pride of 
so many Protestants through 
the years that their religion al- 
lows each individual to interpret 
the Bible as his conscience dic- 
tates. As a rule Protestants do 
not fret over the hundreds of 
denominations that have devel- 
oped as a result of free inter- 
pretation of the Bible, because 
they realize that in spite of their 
differences they are ‘all mem- 
bers of the Body of Christ. This 
important aspect of Protestant- 
ism I once heard elaborated in 
a sermon by a!‘ minister. ' He 
showed how in Protestantism 
unity does not imply conformity. 


You ended your letter with a 
suggestion that Conservative 
and Reform Jews become a lit- 
tle more traditional. Again it 
seems odg that you, a Protest: 
ant, should make such a sug- 
gestion; for it was your spir- 
itual ancestors who could not 
accept the existing traditional- 
ism of the early centuries of the 
Christian era.. They, therefore, 
broke away from Judaism and 
followed Christianity. 

In a later period, too, it was 
your spiritual ancestors who 
could not accept the traditional- 
ism of the 16th century, so they 
broke with Catholicism and _ be- 
came Protestants. 

Hon then can you, with such 
a heritage of Reform, advise so 
many people of another religious 
group to return to a tradition- 
alism or any orthodoxy that you 
would not accept? You of all 
people should know the inten- 
tions of the advocates of re- 
form. Like Martin Luther, their 
desire is to recapture, not 
change, the true spirit of their 
religion. 

It is evident that. you are 
slightly provoked at those Jews 
who accept Reform Judaism be- 
cause it is ‘easier. For this 1 
cannot blame you, because they 
do not understand the meaning 
of Reform Judaism. The sincere 


Reform Jew does not cast off 
a tradition because life would be 
easier without it, but because he 
feels that it has little meaning 
for him, and without it he can 
spend more time and energy on 
another phase of Judaism which 
he feels is more important 

The sincere Reform Jew is 
also .a continual seeker. Like 
his sincere Orthodox co-religion- 
ists, he feels duty bound to study 
and practice his religion contin- 
uously. In this way he is bet- 
ter able to find those practices 
and ideas that satisfy his soul. 

In closing, let me say that 
there is:no need for you to do 
any unnecessary worrying about 
the unity of the American Jew- 
ish community; although you 
are to be complimented for be- 
ing concerned about the welfare 
of another group. If you will 
notice, the proponents of these 
different ideas are willing to 
read each other’s opinions. That 
alone shows a_ certain unity. 
Also, it is this thrashing out of 
ideas that will help the Amer- 
ican Jews (now in a period of 
transition) to make their con- 
tribution eventually to Judaism, 
as their forebears of Spain, 
France, Poland, etc., have al- 
ready done.

My recent correspondence, as 
you know, was initiated in your 
issue of Sept. 7, as a rebuke to 
Orthodox extremists who threat- 
ened violence against Dr. Nelson 
Glueck in the course of his 
struggle last summer for free- 
dom of religion in the State of 
Israel, Such freedom, hitherto 
accorded all non-Jewish faiths 
there, is now well on its way to 
being granted also to non-Or- 
thodox interpretations of Juda- 
ism. 

Rejoinders to my remarks led 
to further replies which. have 
been grossly misinterpreted. 

It behooves no man, Christian 
or Jew, clergy or layman, to 
prescribe the nature of one’s re- 
ligion for those who are not of 
his own faith. Every human be- 
ing must worship and live in 
accordance with his own con- 
science alone. No one is privil- 
eged to impugn the good faith 
or deny the goodwill of anyone 
with whom he may be in disa- 
greement on religious grounds. 

In this spirit, the Talmud pre. 
served minority opinions as well 
as the majority views that pre- 
vailed in ultimate decisions. In 
this. spirit, Jews discuss issues 
that obtain in Jewish communal 
life;. however: spiritedly, howev- 
er vehemently. Whatever . the 
outcome of the debate, the Jew 
understands, that there is only 
one Judaism — although it is 
subject to a variety of interpre- 
tations, even as there is a trans- 
cendent unity in the Jewish peo- 
ple—although its members em- 
ploy diverse means of laboring 
for its ideals.

When we bear in mind 
the burning at the stake of 
thousands of Jews _ and 
Christians during the Inqui- 
sition of the Catholic church,

Joan of Are about 500 years 
ago, and the killing of 
witches as late as the 17th 
century, we ‘must realize 
that these mob _ scenes 
against heretics which took 
place more than 1900 years 
ago (heresy was then and 
for a great ‘many years 
thereafter punishable by 
death) can produce only bit- 
terness. , 

Perhaps you also know 
that Voltaire said on a num- 
ber of occasions: “We will 
take this opportunity to ob- 
serve that neither the Jews 
nor any other people ever 
thought of fixing persons to 
the cross by nails; and that 
there is not even a _ single 
instance of it. It is a fiction 
of some painter built upon 
an opinion completely erro- 
neous.” 

Would it not be more con- 
sistent with Jesus’ teachings 
to tone down this picture?

“New Year’s Day .... has 
been observed as a religious hol- 
iday from the time of the Julian 
reformation of the calendar. 
Since it occurs on the eighth 
day after Christmas, it’ is the 
festival of Christ’s (sic) circum- 
cision.” 

So reads my _ encyclopedia. 
Yours—perhaps a more expen- 
sive and wordy set—says the 
same thing, if in fancier phrase- 
ology. 

Historical facts can be embel- 
lished almost beyond recogni- 
tion, distorteq almost beyond 
comprehension, but they cannot 
be ignored. Nor can their impli- 
cations go unnoticed. 


WE JEWS, even Orthodox 
Jews, even the leaders among 
us, are inclined to passively ac- 
cept the non-Jewish climate of 
America. 

The Christian culture and 
Christian government decree our 
holidays. Sunday, the Christian 
day of rest, is the national day 
of rest. Christmas, Easter, New 
Year’s Day—Christian holidays 
all—are national holidays. 

He who refuses to conform is 
tainted. His patriotism is ques- 
tioned; this common sense quer- 


ied, But, somehow, the tradi- 
tional Jew manages to retain 
his balance, perspective and 


sensitivity on most of these is- 
sues. He rebels at any substan- 
tial association with blatantly 
Chritian undertakings. 


HOWEVER, even he lacks 
the courage to resist the tide 
when the issues are seemingly 


more tenuous, and the religious 
leadership less affirmative and 
bold. 

Such an issue is New Year’s 
Day and the common practice 
of celebrating on New Year’s 
Eve—even making merry within 
the confines of the synagogue 
structure itself. 

New Year’s Eve, or the Vigil 
of Circumcision, is commemo- 
rated in Catholic and _ other 
churches by a _ special service. 
Watch-night, despite its innocu- 
ous and fraternal connotation 
today, recalls horrid and bloody 
memories to Jews with a knowl- 
edge of history. The Jew seeks 
a modus vivendi with his Gen- 
tile neighbors, a bridge over 
which to comminicate and live 
in peace. But, he need not erode 
his religious pride nor erase the 
still tender scars that are burnt 
into his soul. 


THE JEW lives here in a 
melting pot of nationalities and 
religions. Qast, is it necessarily 
correct or @@stined that he melt 
away like heated wax. America 
demands that we repay our 
country by pursuing a path of 
friendship and happy coexistence 
with our fellow Americans. But, 
does she and can she demand 
that we resign our religious con- 
victions ang rites in favor of 
those of the majority? 

I think not, 

Rather, it is that strange feel- 
ing of inferiority and loneliness 
that impels our fellow Jews to 
lose their Jewish individuality

noisemaking and _ unreserved 
revelry, but with prayer, re- 
pentance and_ resolution. He 


leaves the non-Jewish New Year 
to the non-Jew who will cele- 
brate it with similar attitude— 
or even merrymaking, if he is 
so permitted-and so desires, 

The Jew shows greater re- 
spect for his non-Jewish neigh- 
bor by granting him the exclu- 
sive rights to practice his reli- 
gion. The Jew is proug enough 
of his own faith and festivals, 
not to borrow those of the Gen- 
tile. 

No matter that he has no re- 
ligious motives in his celebra- 
tion of New Year’s Eve, The 
day itself should be left to the 
non-Jew who takes deep pride 
in his own historical background. 
Let the Jew celebrate his Ha- 
nuka ond Rosh Hashana. Were 
he only to know and understand 
the solidity and grandeur of his 
grandfather’s footprints, he 
would find his way.
